The document, a Senate 
Foreign [Relations Commit- 
tee staff study, based on 
closed-door testimony and 
diplomatic cables following 
the Chinese civil war, said a 
decision by the Truman ad- 
ministration finally ended 
'these efforts. 

The decision laid the 
groundwork for a quarter- 
century of Sino-American 
hostility. 

The report said J. Leigh- 
ton Stuart, then American 
Ambassador to the ousted 
Nationalist Chinese regime 
of Chiang Kai-sehk, had 
been meeting privately in 
the spring of 1949 with 
Huang Hua, Communist Chi- 
na’s chief of alien affairs, to 
discuss relations between 
Mao Tse-tung’s mainland 
government and the United 
States. Stuart had remained 
in Nanking after the Com- 
munist takeover.
